THE EDUCATION 
TAX UNFAIR. 

The education tax is a tax 
levied by the Provincial Govern- 
ment on all taxable lands ir. the 
province outside existing school 
distrists. This tax amounts to $2 
‘per quarter section of land, and 
all settlers owning land and rot 
assessed in any school district is 
liable to pay it. Tho delegates at 
the late provincial meeting of 
trustees passed a resolution that 
theprincipleof this tax wascorrect, 
after considerable opposition, and 
favored the government raising 
the tax to $3.20 per quarter sec- 
tion. The revenue derived from 
this tax goes partly to the new 
university and partly to the 
schools of the province. 

What strikes one as peculiar in 
the motion of the trustees is that 
they ask the government to in- 
crease a tax ona section of the 
community not deriving any 
benefit from said tax, while they 
(the trustees) derive a sub- 
stantial increase in revenue. 

The next thought is that the 
tax itself appears to be the thin 
edge of the wedge leading up to 
direct taxation, and may be in- 
creased in the near future until it 
becomes a burden too heavy to 
bear. 

And then again it savours of 
class legislation. The poor, hard- 
working settler living on the out- 
skirts of civilization, toiling to 
make a living, deprived of the 
privilege of a school to educate 
his boys and girls, because the 
settlement is too scattered, has to 
pay a direct tax towards educat- 
ing the privileged classes in the 
‘big cities, who are already sur- 


“pounded by every advantage and 


are able to educate themselves. 
Is it any wonder that the 
rancher and settler, away outside 
the privilege of school accommo: 
dation, kick, and kick vigorously, 
at the imposition of such a law? 


HAIL esa

The annual report of the de- 
partment of Agriculture of Al- 
berta was brought down in the 
Legislature a few days ago and 
showed that the government 
paid in hail insurance during 
last year $69,465. The amount 
received in premiums was only 
$26,011 and as the expenses in 
connection with hail insurance 
was $3,381, the government ran 
hail insurance at a loss of over 
$46,000. There is some talk of 
doing away with hail insurance 
which we contend would be a 
grave mistake. While 25 per 
cent of the crop under cultivation 
was insured 23 per cent was 
damaged showing that nearly all 
parts of the province insured was 
hailed to a certain extent the 
past season. But last year was 
an exceptionally bad year. The 
The people are being educated to 
government insurance and they 
will, as soon as they understand 
the great benefits derived, be 
only to anxious to insure tneir 
crops. Compulsory hail in- 
surance would not work, it is 
contrary to British freedom and 
savours too much of direct taxa- 
tion. It would compel cattle men to 
pay for the losses of the grain 
grower. There would be just as 
mueh reason for cattle men to 
ask the government to impose a 
direct tax on allland to guarantee 
them against loss by prairie fires 
or lightning We believe the 
government would be justified in 
increasing thé premium until the 
business would be self sustaining. 
The government represent all the 
people and we do not think it wise 
for them to throw this business 
into the hands of a private com- 
pany with the idea of making 
money out of the farmer. No 
doubt all farmers would be will- 
ing to submit to a tax heavy 
enough to meet the situation. 


THE PORK he INDUS- 


So far no mention has been 
made of the all important pork 
packing industry by the Legis- 
lature at this session, and it 
appears, as time goes on, that no 
action will be taken, altnough 
the commissioners’ report was in 
long ago. It will be remembered 
a strong effort was made to get 
the government to take some steps 
to act in the-matter last session. 
The beef commissioners’ report 
recommended the erection of a 
plant. Their report was laid on 
the table and, if memory serves 
us right, no action was taken on 
it. Then last year a pork com- 
mission was appointed. ‘They 
sent in a most comprehensive 
report last month. Stilll no action 
has been apparent, and no men- 
tion was made of it in the speech 
from the throne. The fact of the 
matter is the farmers’ interests 
are subservient to all other inter- 
ests. We doubt if any action will 
be taken of any benefit to the 
community at large this session. 


PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
The Press Gallery, Edmonton, Alta. 


Apart from the debateon the speech 
from the Throne, the ‘ork of the pro- 
vincial legislature for the first week of 
the session was practically nil. It is 
apparent that the government pro- 
poses to drag on until] the last few days 
when matters will be rushed and im- 
portant legislation railroaded through 
at break-neck speed. This was tried 
last year, but was successfully balked 
by the opposition. The debate devel- 
oped nothing new, nor was even the 
Speech indicative of anything in the 
way of constructive legislation. The 
matter of fact is that the government 
has created very little legislation since 
it came into office four years ago. All 
they have done isto remodel and re- 
cast statutes passed by the old terri- 
torial parliament and the improve- 
ment affected has been of no material 
consequence whatever. 

During the debate the charge was 
made against the opposition that it 
had changed front on the question of 
railways. Everybody who followed 
the conduct of the government last 
yeur will readily see that the right- 
about-front has been made by the men 
surrounding the premier. Mr, Robert- 
son, when he introduced his resolu- 
tion, made it very plain that he was 
not laying down any -definite policy, 
his object being to call the attention 
of the government to the need of rail- 
ways in Alberta. Then came the 
sickening spectacle of the entire forces 
of the government throwing them- 
selves in one scramble to strangle the 
resolution, practically before it was 
given birth. They stamped upon it, 
tore it to shreds, called the opposition 
nasty names, made ungentlemanly 
insinuations, and proclaimed to the 
people of Alberta that they, as their 
representatives, would not give them 
railways. Premier Rutherford stated 
on that occasion that the government 
was not prepared to go on with the 
construction of railways or even ren- 
der assistance. Mr. Boyle said that if 
the government undertook the build- 
ing or the assisting of railways, they 
would be enshackling the people—the 
fariner and the settler—for all time to 
come. The truth of the matter was 
that the government was acting under 
instructions given them by the Can- 
adian Northern and the Grand Trunk 
Pucific to the effect that they were 
not yet ready to begin railroad build- 
ing in Alberta, and then the govern- 
ment knew if they then announced a 
railway policy they would have no 
cry for the general elections. Robert- 
son's resolution was thrown out, but 
this year instead of decrying railways 
the governinent has adopted the very 
course at which it sneered twelve 
months ago. 

It is now conceded that the railway 
policy of the government, about whic 
the party organs—well paid—have 
been shouting thetnselves hoarse, will 
consist of nothing more nor less than 
the guaranteeing of the bonds for 
$15,000 a mile. This is no policy atall. 
Any fool goverement could make such 
a propusition as that. To call this an 
aggressive and progressive policy is 
sheer rot. Why does the government 
not stand on some clear-cut policy and 
not cringe before the big railway cor- 
porations? Are we ever to be tied to 


this amount. We have no lands, no 
minerals, no nothing,>not even: the 
fish in our rivers and lakes. We have 
a good soil, which we pay for,'and we 
have the air, nothing ‘more, .. The 
pledging of this vast amount: of sub- 
sidies means that our credit is de- 
preciated to that exvent. Supposing 
next year we sought:a loan of one 
million dollars’ for public improve- 
ments. We go to the money markets 
of the world, and the first thing that 
is done is to inquire into our financial 


condition. We cannot show them one |}. 


single asset, excepting the taxes, and 
the government subsidy which - is 
scarcely large enough to pay running 
expenses: We are told that we have 
undertaken to guarantee the honds of 
railway corporations to the amount of 
over ten millions, and that eyed on 
our paper, and that because of this no 
mora money can be risked upon us, If 
we had our lands and minerals, then 
we could have something to show 
those men that even if we had pledged 
our credit we had something back of 
us. We had millions of acres of the 
best landsin the world and we had 
immense deposits of minerals of all 
kinds. 

Besides depreciating our credit, we 
are lending ourselves to the railway 
corporations and enabling them to 
bleed the people for hundreds of 
thousands of dollars every year for all 
time to come. The moment we pledge 
our credit, the railway men will go 
into the market and sell their bonds, 
realising the total amount of issue. 
Then they will build the railways 
(perhaps) for say ten thousand dollars 
a mile. This gives them a clear profit 
of nearly four hundred thousand dol- 
lars, every cent of which goes into the 
pockets of the railway corporations. 
At the same time it must be borne in 
mind that they borrowed from the 
money market, ten million five hun- 
dred thousand dollars at say five per 
cent. interest. This interest they will 
have to pay, but they will at once 
turn round and assess itonthe people 
in the way of high freight and 
passenger rates. This is the reason 
why the railway corporations will not 
allow the government to have control 
of the rates. It is this deal to which 
the government of Alberta is pledged. 
It is becoming anaccessory to ascheme 
whereby the corporations will pocket 
nearly four hundred thousand dollars 
and then put them in a position to tax 
the farmer and the settler to death 
with exorbitant rates. It is for the 
people to say.at the coming elections 
whether they are in favor of such a 
colossal swindle or not. Shall we build 
these railways for the corporations 
and then not own them, not even con- 
trol the rates, or shall we build and 
own thern ourselves? Shall we have a 
railway owned government or a gov- 
ernment owned railway. 

Mr. J. R. Boyle in his speech on the 
Debate made a statement which was 
mance of how splendidly the 
Liberal party have been playing into 
the hands of the corporations on the 
question of railways. He stated that 
it would be a mistake to build govern- 
ment owned railways when the trans- 
continental lines were in control of 
private interests. The matter of 

ouble rates would arise immediately, 
and the people suffer in consequence. 
The blunder made by the electors’ of 
Canada and pericueyy those of the 
West when they repudiated the Con- 
servative policy in the elections of 
1904 thus strikes home to the dis- 
credit of the party in power at Ed- 
monton and in Ottawa, On that 
occasion the Conservatives proposed 
that the Intercolonial railway be ex- 
tended to the Georgian Bay and ulti- 
mately through the western provinces 
to the coast. There would then be a 
government owned railway from 
cost to const, and the people would 
be placed in a position to control 
brancly lines and the transcontinental 
rates. The OC. N. R. that is the Mac- 
Kenzie and Mann, and the G. T. P. 
interests fought like demons against 
this proposal, They supplied the gov- 
ernment with an unlimited amount of 
cainpaign funds and won out. The 
electors were stamped and boueht 
where ever they could be bought. 
Had the Conservatives carried in that 
election we would to day have a 
government owned railway pushing 
its way across the prairies and alon 
with it there would be establishe 
elevators, Felephonies and telegraphs 
owned by the people, an the 
control of the freight and_ passenger 
rates would be in their hands, At 
this session of the legislature the 
Rutherford government could turn a 
deaf ear to the railway corporations, 
it would not be necessary to sacrifice 
the credit of the people to enrich 
MacKenzie and Mann, Senator Cox, 
Hayes and one or two others to the 
extent of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, The governinent would build 
our cross country ruads, would own 
and would operate them for and on 
behalf of the people. Mr. Boyle took 
vary good care not to tell the house 
the reason why we did not have a 
government owned transcontinental 
railway. The reason is as already 
stated that the party to which he 
belongs played into the hands of the 
corporations in 1904 in order to be 
returned to power at Ottawa. They 
sacrificed the interests of the people 
for « renewal of a lease of office. We 
are told that the guaranteeing of the 
bonds to the C. N. R. and the G, T. P. 
will rebound to the prosperity of the 
people of Alberta, but there can be 
no prosperity when the railway cor- 
porations are in absolute control and 
dictating terms. A familiar cry of the 
Liberal party in Alberta is that the 
C. P. R. isa monopoly and crushing 
the farmer and the settler. All cor- 
porations are alike. The C. N. R. and 
the G. T. P. are corporations. They 
are monopolies just as truly as the C. 
P, R. is. en why does the Ruther- 
ford government pander to the C. N. 


the apron-strings of monopolostic in- | - 


terests? Mr. Roberton, in addressing 
the house on this question, hinted at 
the policy of the Conservatives. He 
suggested that the peunle should be 
placed in control and not the railways. 
Acrisis has arisen in Alberta. The 
question is: Are the people to rule or 
are the corporations? The Rutherford 

overnment is tied to the corporations. 

nthe twelfth of February at their 
convention in Red Deer it may be ex- 
pected that the Conservatives will 
take a bold stand in the interests of 
the people. 

‘The Conservatives on that occasion 
will hold that the corporations have 
had enough and that it is now time 
the people were having their say. The 
yovernment bought the Bell Telephone 
in order to get it out of the grasp of a 
moropoly. Why does it not go another 
step in government ownership and get 
control of the branch and cross coun- 
try railways? It does not dare do it, 
because it in turn is owned by the 
C.N.R. and G.T.P. These corporations 
will provide the campaign funds, the 
party organs will do the shouting and 
the farmer and the settler will pry the 
freight. 

It is currently reported that sub- 
sidies will be granted by the govern- 
ment oovering some 700 miles of road. 
This will mean an_ endorsement 
umounting to about ten million, five 
hundred thousand dollars. What does 
all this mean?

Provincial’ School 


Trustees 
Meeting, = = 


The convention of Trustees 
from the schools of the Province 
of Alberta was held at Strathcona 
afew days ago. A number of 
papers were read and: discussed 
but the real business of the’ con- 
vention which lasted two days, 
was transacted in less than two 
hours before adjournment. We 
contend thege conventions should 
introduce resolutions early in the 
session, then they could be dis- 
cussed intelligently by the dele- 
gates before leaving for home. 
There was too much time wasted 
on papers and not enough time 
given to the burning school ques- 
tions of the province. A reso- 
lution to increase the tax to 
settlers outside of school districts 
wns altogether wrong and will be 
condemned by many settlers. 
The following resolutions were 
passed at the meeting: 

Resolved that this convention 
recommend to the department of 
education that an annual grant 
of $100 to defray expenses of 
printing proceedings of these 
ocnventions. 

That the government should 
appoint a commission to investi- 
aie the whole question of in- 
dustrial and manual training 
both in rural and urban schools. 

That the department of edu- 
cation confer with the provinciai 
health board regarding a joint 
commission to investigate and 
propose a scheme of medical in- 
spection of schools throughout 
the province. 

That the department of edu- 
cation be asked to assist this 
association by paying half the 
transportation expenses of dele- 
gates attending the annual con- 
vention. 

That in the opinion of this con- 
vention there should be put into 
operation a strong statute looking 
to compulsory education and the 
prevention of truancy, 

Thatthe Department of Edu- 
cation be asked to appoint a 
commission to go carefully into 
the matter of school district 


| book-keeping and on their recom- | $31 


mendation adopt a system that 
would be simple and complete 
and insist upon all rural school 
districts using it. 

That this convention urge the 
government to give the same 
grants to specialists employed in 
public and high schools as are 
given teachers in charge of 
single rooms after a scheme of 
grading has been devised. 

A resolution on the increasing 
of the education tax met with 
some opposition by some dele- 
gates from the ranching country 
because it hit the leaseholders of 
grazing lands heavily, it was 
carried however, by a_ large 
majority. It read as follows: 

*‘Whereas, we believe’ the 
principle of the education tax is 
correct and whereas the tendency 
in new sections of the country to’ 
oppose the erection of new school 
districts is largely due to the 
desire to escape taxation, which 
is necessary within district limits, 
be it resolved that the honorable 
minister of education be mem- 
orialized to enact such legis- 
lation as will enable him to raise 
the education tax from $2 per 
quarter section to $8.20. 

A committee composed of 
Archdeacon Gray, of Edmonton, 
A. J. Jackson, Ponoka, J. F. 
Fowler, Wetaskiwin, James Mc- 
Craiv, Edmonton, Dr. A.M. Scott, 
Calgary, and the new president 
W. J. Brotherton, of Medicine 
Hat, was appointed to present the 
resolutions to the government 
and to take with them copies of 
the resolution of last year and 
the year before.

annual report of the agricultural 
department, 1908, has Leen laid 
on the tavle of the legislature. It 
showe that last year there was 
4 per cent increase in stock ex- 
portations over 1907. It also 
states that the business of hail 
insurance has not proved a suc- 
cess in the province. The report 
agrees that it was necessary for 
the department to discontinue 
the payment of the wolf bounty 
after April 20th, for the reason 
that the $20,000 granted by the 
government for this purpose 
has been exhausted. 

Tae amount paid in premiums 
to the government for hail in- 
surance during the year was 
$26,011.41,and the total indemnity 
paid to farmers was $69,465.31. 
The expenses in connection with 
hail insurance was $3,381.97. 
The acreage under crop last year 
was 740,651, while the acreage 
insured was 25.04 per cent, and 
the acreage damaged 23.10 per 
cent. 

At all the nine experimental 
fruit stations in the province 
orchards suffered from frost and 
snow in September, 1907, and 
many of the young trees were 
killed. 

There was an increase of 26 
per cent in births in the province 
during last year, the total being 
5,964. There were 1,894 mare 
riages and 2,094 deaths,

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The Separate School Question |? 


To the Editor of The News. 
Dear Sir:— 

Englishman inhisletter in yourissue 
of the 3rd inst. raises the question: 
Why should R. Cs. ask or be grunted 
any special privilege? Or why should 
they not be satisfied with the same 
school that all the other people have 
to accept. Now, Mr. Editor, here is a 
poiuter for Englishman: 

Bishop Casey, speaking in St. John, 
N. B., on March 17th, is quoted by the 
Daily Telegraph as follows: 

His Lordship Bishop Casey, in the 
cathedral at 9 o’clock mass Sunday, 
spoke on marriage, with particular 
reference to the instructions from 
Pope Pius, which went into effect last 
Faster. 

His Lordship made very plain the 
attitude of the Catholic chnrch in 
cases, following the date of those in- 
structions, where two Catholics or a 
Catholic and a Protestant might be 
married by a Protestant clergyman or 
beforea magistrate. Such marriage, 
he said, the church held to be no 
marriage at all, in fact those so con- 
tracting would be looked upon as but 
living in open sin, and heurged against 
Catholics calling upon them and con- 
gratulating them upon being married. 

Except in Christian charity, he 
counselled his people not to associate 
with any who had come _ together 
under such a contract, for they were 
but living in concubinage and might 
aa well have taken up living together 
without any ceremony. 

I think Englishman will see that this 
could not be taught in a public school. 
There would not be the least chance 
to teach your children that your 
mothers, who were married by your 
own minister, were not married at all 
and are only concubines. And all 
your ministers and clergymen are only 
imposters and cannot properly marry 
you. And your laws that have been 
made by the best and ablest men that 
could be found in the Dominion, are 
not laws at all, only in as far as they 
coincide with the views of a poor old 
man away over in Jtaly.
